This  year's  Town  Report  is  dedicated  to  the  citizens  of 
Hampton  Falls,  and  in  particular,  those  who  have  worked  so 
selflessly  on  three  specially  appointed  Citizen's  Committees: 
Community  Development,  Affordable  Housing  and  Cluster  Housing, 
In  each  case,  the  committees'  members  have  served  without 
prejudice;  their  only  goal  being  to  preserve  or  improve  the 
quality  of  life  in  their  Town,  your  Town,  and  dedicated 
countless  hours  of  effort  to  that  cause.  They  represent 
the  very  heart  and  soul  of  Hampton  Falls  and  to  them  we  owe 
a  great  debt  of  gratitude. 
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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

1985  was  one  of  increasing  challenges  and  opportunities  for  Hampton 
Falls.  Again,  this  Board  tried  to  carry  forward  the  priorities  we 
established  and  began  accomplishing  the  year  before — preserving  Hampton 
Falls'  rural  heritage,  conserving  Town  expenditures,  and  improving  the 
overall  administration  of  business. 

1985  and  its  reduced  rate  of  inflation  have  allowed  us  to  keep  a  good 
cost  control  over  government  operations.  With  the  hopeful  establish- 
ment of  an  Administrative  Assistant  position,  the  introduction  of  a 
time  and  cost-saving  computer  system,  and  the  implementation  of  a 
one-time  professional  audit  to  monitor  our  internal  financial  methods 
and  controls,  our  local  town  government  should  become  even  more 
efficient. 

In  Hampton  Falls,  however,  major  growth  and  planning  issues  continue 
to  face  the  Town.  The  Selectmen  are  concerned  about  preserving  open 
space;  and  are  in  hopes  that  our  citizens  will  continue  to  reassess 
the  proposal  of  cluster  housing  through  some  sort  of  open  space 
ordinance.  At  the  same  time,  we  hope  you  all  will  continue  to  partici- 
pate in  and  contribute  to  our  local  Planning  Board's  efforts.  We 
salute  the  astute  work  of  our  Planning  Board  members,  as  they  have 
addressed  each  task  in  earnest  and  with  open-mindedness .  In  upgrading 
and  updating  our  Zoning  Ordinances  and  Master  Plan,  they  have  assured 
Hampton  Falls  greater  protection  for  the  future.  Special  mention  and 
an  expression  of  gratitude  must  go  to  the  Planning  Board's  Chairman, 
Mr.  Robert  Batchelder. 

1985  was  the  year  of  the  much  advertised  hurricane.  It  created  less 
havoc  than  anticipated,  but  nevertheless,  chaos  in  our  electric  and 
phone  services  ensued.  Under  the  expert  leadership  of  our  Civil 
Defense  Director,  Ms.  Roberta  Pevear,  and  through  the  efforts  of  our 
Fire  Department  and  its  Chief,  Bob  Woodes,  and  Police  Chief,  Andrew 
Christie,  arrangements  were  made  for  shelter  should  it  have  been  needed. 
Under  the  able  direction  of  Dick  Merrill,  our  Highway  Agent,  town 
streets  were  quickly  cleared  of  many  fallen  limbs  and  debris. 

Civil  Defense  will  continue  to  be  an  ever- increasing  task,  as  we  face 
preparations  for  evacuation  planning  in  case  of  an  accident  at  the 
proposed  New  Hampshire  Yankee  facility.  Against  the  wishes  of  a  Town 
vote,  and  in  strong  protest  from  this  Board  and  our  Town  Counsel, 
warning  sirens  were  erected  by  Public  Service  Company  on  state  roadways. 
The  Board  of  Selectmen  continues  to  protest  the  erection  of  this  siren 
system  until  such  time  as  a  workable  evacuation  plan  is  approved  by 
Hampton  Falls'  citizens.  In  this  vein,  the  Civil  Defense  department, 
in  cooperation  with  this  Board  and  several  volunteer  citizens,  will  be 
conducting  a  house-to-house  Civil  Defense  Survey  to  collect  pertinent 
data  relating  to  a  general  emergency  response  plan. 

The  year,  1985,  saw  other  significant  initiatives.  An  application  for 
federal  monies  to  enhance  the  Mosquite  Control  Program  was  denied. 
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However,  another  Coastal  Program  application  was  approved,  thanks  to  the 
efforts  of  our  Conservation  Commission  and  its  able  Chairman,  Paul  Hooper. 
Pending  approval  by  townspeople,  matching  funds  will  be  available  for 
the  building  of  a  water  control  structure  in  the  Town  Forest.  This  will 
restore  a  deteriorating  wetlands  area  within  the  Forest,  thereby  im- 
proving the  area  both  recreationally  and  aesthetically. 

We  feel  another  significant  initiative  was  the  appointment  of  several 
citizen's  committees — the  Special  Citizen's  Committee  on  "Cluster 
Housing";  the  "Affordable-Housing"  Committee;  the  "Community  Development" 
Committee;  and  a  "Citizen's  Advisory"  Committee  (still  in  formation). 
We  greatly  appreciate  the  efforts  of  these  dedicated  citizens,  with 
special  thanks  to  those  members  of  the  "Cluster  Housing"  task  force 
for  their  hard  work  and  undiminished  energies.  Though  their  proposals 
were  denied  by  vote  of  the  Special  November  Town  Meeting,  the  fruits 
of  their  labors  shall  be  remembered  and  reconsidered,  we  hope,  in  the 
future . 

Trie  Selectmen  wish  to  "tip  their  hats"  to  the  many  people  who  make  our 
town  government  work.  Many  are  unpaid  members  of  committees  and  boards, 
others  are  full  and  part  time  workers.  Loyalty  and  dedication  are  the 
common  characteristics  of  all. 

To  all  our  Hampton  Falls  citizens,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  thank  you 
for  your  assistance  and  guidance  in  meeting  the  challenges  before  us.

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The  ballots  were  sealed  and  delivered  to  the  Town  Clerk.  A  motion  was 
made  to  adjourn  by  Kenneth  Allen  and  seconded  by  William  Marston. 
Passed. 

The  business  part  of  Town  Meeting,  1985,  was  opened  by  the  Moderator 
at  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Brown  Gymnasium  of  the  Lincoln  Akerman  School  on 
Friday,  March  15.  The  salute  to  the  flag  was  given  and  then  the 
Moderator  read  the  results  of  the  voting  on  Tuesday.  He  then  made 
five  rulings  which  would  be  in  effect  for  the  rest  of  the  meeting. 
They  were  as  follows: 

1.  Once  an  article  taken  up  in  the  budget  or  in  the  warrant  is  finished 
no  further  action  may  be  taken  on  it  with  the  exception  of  one  recon- 
sideration in  case  of  error  or  misunderstanding. 

2.  There  will  be  a  limit  of  2  amendments  to  any  article  or  any  motion 
or  part  of  a  specific  article. 

3.  Any  lengthy  motion  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Moderator  in  writing. 

4.  The  chair  will  recognize  first  a  sponsor  of  any  article  or  item 
in  the  warrant. 

5.  All  speakers  must  be  recognized  by  the  Moderator  and  address  their 
remarks  through  the  Chair. 

A  preliminary  statement  on  the  proposed  budget  was  given  by  Selectman 
Kenneth  Allen.  He  noted  that  the  town  and  school  budgets  were  up 
$74,000.  but  pointed  out  that  there  had. been  $4,000,000  of  new 
construction  in  town  with  an  increased  valuation  of  $2,000,000  bringing 
in  approximately  $60,000  in  new  revenue.  He  noted  that  the  comparative 
statement  of  appropriations  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  just 
ending  showed  a  surplus  of  $39,000+.  Also  the  town  had  received 
$47,000  on  interest  on  deposits  this  past  year.  He  stated  that  it  was 
the  feeling  of  the  Board  that  even  with  the  increase  in  the  budgets 
there  would  still  be  a  surplus. 

ARTICLE  2  -  BUDGET 

Suzanne  Breiseth  moved  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25,100.  for 
Town  Officers  Salaries.  Seconded  by  Kenneth  Allen.  Passed.  Allen 
moved  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $16,500.  for  Town  Officers 
Expenses.  Seconded  by  William  Marston.  Allen  then  moved  to  amend  the 
article  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $19,300.  which  was  seconded 
by  Breiseth.  Russell  Davies  asked  why  the  increase  and  it  was  explained 
that  it  was  projected  that  there  would  be  additional  engineering  ex- 
penses this  year.  Also  the  Selectmen  want  to  hire  a  professional 
assessing  firm  to  come  in  to  the  town  to  assess  the  91  buildings 
necessary  for  this  year's  assessing  figures.  The  Town  of  Kensington 
uses  the  same  firm  and  has  found  them  to  be  very  satisfactory.  In  the 
long  run  the  cost  of  having  professionals  do  the  assessing  will  be  cheaper 
than  having  the  Selectmen  do  it.  Pandy  Whaley  felt  that  by  hiring 
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the  firm  it  would  free  up  more  time  for  the  selectmen  and  the  tax 

collector.  The  amendment  passed. 

Mars ton  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1700  for 

Elections  and  Registration.  Seconded  by  Allen.  Passed. 

Breiseth  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2000.  for 

Cemeteries.  Marston  seconded.  Passed. 

Allen  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8000.  for 

Town  Hall  Expenses.  Marston  seconded.  Passed. 

Marston  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6000.  for 

Planning  and  Zoning.  Seconded  by  Allen.  Passed. 

Breiseth  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate. the  sum  of  $20,000. 

for  Legal  Expenses  and  Damages.  Seconded  by  Allen.  Daniel  DeWitt 

moved  to  amend  the  motion  to  read  $15,000.  for  Legal  Expenses  and  Damages. 

Seconded  by  Donald  Janvrin.  Breiseth  explained  that  the  town  had  possible 

litigation  with  regard  to  the  cooling  tunnels  at  Seabrook  Station,  two 

tax  abatements  being  sought  by  Public  Service,  the  installation  of  sirens 

for  Seabrook  Station,  Citizens  petitions  on  growth  control,  solid  waste 

in  Kingston  and  that  there  was  an  increase  in  the  fees  charged  for 

disposal  of  unlicensed  dogs.  DeWitt  said  that  it  was  all  right  for  the 

selectmen  to  overdraw  their  account  if  necessary  but  that  he  felt  that 

too  much  was  being  spent  on  Legal  matters.  Lynn  Hodges  hoped  that  the 

Planning  Board  would  receive  better  legal  advice  than  they  had  been 

receiving.  The  amendment  went  to  vote  and  it  passed. 

Allen  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,782.  for 

Regional  Associations.  Marston  seconded.  Passed. 

Marston  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.  for 

the  Care  of  the  Town  Clock.  Seconded  by  Breiseth.  Passed. 

Breiseth  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $39,500. 

for  the  Police  Department.  Seconded  by  Allen.  DeWitt  asked  if  the 

increase  was  for  additional  personnel  or  increase  in  wages.  Increase 

in  wages  and  more  hours  for  special  .officers » 

Robert  Woodes  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6000. 

for  the  Fire  Department.  Seconded  by  Andrew  Drakides.  Woodes  explained 

that  the  Fire  Department  always  asked  for  just  $6000.  and  that  last  year 

the  Selectmen  had  asked  the  Fire  Department  to  lend  them  $1200.  to  pay 

for  the  installation  of  controls  for  the  traffic  light  at  Route  84  and 

Route  1.  He  did  not  think  that  they  should  repay  the  Department  in 

this  way  making  it  look  as  if  the  Department  was  asking  for  more  money. 

Allen  replied  that  they  felt  it  was  the  appropriate  way.  After  some 

discussion  Woodes  withdrew  his  motion  for  $6000.  and  Drakides  withdrew 

his  second.  Woodes  then  asked  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the 

sum  of  $7200.  for  the  Fire  Department.  Seconded  by  Frank  Ferreira. 

Passed. 

Marston  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.  for 

Civil  Defense.  Seconded  by  Allen.  DeWitt  asked  if  it  was  possible 

for  Civil  Defense  Director  Pevear  to  get  any  supplies  from  the  state. 

She  replied  that  she  did  not  see  any  need  for  any  purchases  and  that 

she  had  checked  and  did  not  see  anything  there  to  purchase  anyway. 

Chief  Christie  agreed. 

Marston  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4500. 

for  Fuel.  Seconded  by  Allen.  Passed. 
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Breiseth  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3800.  for 
Health  Department  and  Ambulance.  Seconded  by  Allen.  Russell  Davies  asked 
if  we  paid  O'Brien  Ambulance  a  flat  fee.  Breiseth  replied  that  their  fee 
was  $3600  and  the  balance  was  for  the  Health  Inspector.  Nancy  Janvrin 
asked  why  we  went  out  of  state  for  our  ambulance  service.  Suggested  we 
use  the  operation  out  of  Danville.  Davies  said  that  the  present  service 
was  very  satisfactory  and  that  they  were  answering  calls  here  in  town  in 
ten  minutes  or  less.  George  Merrill  said  that  he  thought  that  since  we 
had  a  good  thing  we  shouldn't  think  of  changing.  The  motion  passed. 

Allen  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,200.  for 
Mosquito  Control.  Seconded  by  Breiseth.  Passed. 

Breiseth  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $39,900. 
for  Sanitation.  Marston  seconded.  Breiseth  told  the  meeting  that  Kingston 
landfill  has  been  ordered  to  close  within  the  next  2  to  4  years.  The 
district  is  made  up  of  12  towns  and  they  are  being  asked  to  help  pay  for 
the  closure  which  is  liable  to  amount  to  1%  million  dollars.  Some  of  the 
towns  are  dropping. out  of  the  district.  The  selectmen  have  investigated 
other  sites  and  have  found  that  the  best. possibility  would  be  to  our 
south  when  the  time  comes.  Selectmen  have  agreed  to  stay  with  Kingston 
for  2  to  3  years  and  take  part  only  in  the  hydrological  study  and  at  the 
same  time  continue  to  try  to  find  a  better  source  for  our  garbage 
disposal.  It  is  the  Selectmen's  feeling  that  since  Kingston  has  been 
operating  the  landfill  at  a  profit  each  year  it  is  their  obligation  to 
bear  the  cost  of  the  closure. 

Marston  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $70,000. 

for  Streets  and  Bridges.  Seconded  by  Allen.  Nathaniel  Lyon  questioned 

which  roads  were  scheduled  for  work  this  year.  Marston  replied  that 

Frying  Pan  Lane,  Parsonage  Road  and  Drinkwater  were  among  those  planned 

for  work.  It  was  announced  that  we  would.be  receiving  $25,000  to  $30,000 

in  a  block  grant  from  the  state  for  roads.  Motion  passed. 

Marston  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1800  for 

street  lighting.  Seconded  by  Breiseth.  Passed. 

Allen  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,000.  for 

Social  Services.  Seconded  by  Marston.  Passed. 

Breiseth  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $29,664. 
for  the  Library.  Seconded  by  Allen.  Drakides  asked  if  that  included 
a  raise  for  the  librarians.  Affirmative.  Passed. 

Marston  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.  for 

the  Town  Common.  Seconded  by  Allen.  Davies  questioned  the  overage. 

Breiseth  said  that  the  labor  costs  were  too  high  and  that  the  job  would 

be  put  out  to  bid  this  year.  Passed. 

Allen  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $275.  for 

Patriotic  Purposes.  Seconded  by  Marston.  Passed. 

Breiseth  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $250.  for 

Conservation  Commission.  Seconded  by  Allen.  Passed. 

Allen  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate. the  sum  of  $45,000. 
for  Debt  Service.  Seconded  by  Marston.  Passed. 
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Breiseth  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,800. 

for  FICA.  Seconded  by  Allen.  Passed. 

Allen  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $19,900.  for 

Insurance.  Seconded  by  Mars ton.  Passed. 

Breiseth  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.  for 

Capital  Reserve  Fund,  Fire  Dept.  Seconded  by  Allen.  Passed. 

Allen  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.  for 
Contingency  Fund.  Seconded  by  Marston.  Passed.  Allen  explained  that 
this  had  been  advised  by  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  for 
unexpected  expenses. 

ARTICLE  18  -  WIND  POWERED  SYSTEM 

Kenneth  Allen  moved  the  article  as  read.  Seconded  by  Randy  Whaley. 
Passed. 

ARTICLE  19  -  WOOD  HEATING  ENERGY  SYSTEM 

Allen  moved  as  read.  Seconded  by  Breiseth,  Davies  questioned  if  this 
pertained  to  wood  stove  or  to  a  central  heating  system.  Wood  stove  was 
not  accepted.  Russell  Merrill,  Jr.  said, that  he  felt  that  every  exemption 
that  was  passed  was  passed  was  thereby  passed  on  to. the  other  taxpayers. 
Jerome  Healey  said  that  in  assessing  the  wood  central  heating  system 
is  tied  in  with  the  oil  and  no  extra  charge  is  made  for  the  wood  system. 
The  motion  did  not  pass. 

ARTICLE  20  -  ROAD  AGENT 

Marston  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  change  the  elected  term  of  the  Town 
Road  Agent  from  a  one-year  term  to  a  three-year  term.  Seconded  by  Allen. 
Passed. 

ARTICLE  21  -  ELECTION  OF  PLANNING  BOARD  MEMBERS 

Rodney  Vigneau  moved  the  article  as  read.  Seconded  by  George  Merrill. 
Merrill  said  that  he  felt  by  electing  members  we  would  generate  more 
interest.  Robert  Batchelder  disagreed  saying  that  they  have  no  trouble 
getting  members.  He  felt  that  the  majority  of  voters  had  signified 
their  confidence  in  the  Board  by  the  outcome  of  the  vote  at  Town  Meeting 
election.  A  petition  was  read  then  by  the  Moderator  asking  that  the  vote 
on  this  article  be  made  by  Yes . and  No  ballot.  The  Moderator  declared  the 
polls  open  and  people  present  voted  using  the  checklist.  The  outcome  of 
the  vote  was  116  Yes  and  36  No.  The  motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  22  -  DRAINAGE  PROBLEMS,  DEPOT  ROAD 

Breiseth  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $5,000.  to  cover  the  costs  of  engineering,  design  and  legal  fees  related 
to  the  correction  of  drainage  problems  on  Depot  Road.  Seconded  by  Allen. 
Wendy  O'Rourke  asked  for  an  explanation  of  just  what  was  happening  on 
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Depot  Road.  Breiseth  said  that  when  the  Shopping  Village  was  constructed 
there  was  no  site  plan  review  in  place  by  the  Planning  Board  and  that 
problems  had  arisen  by  the  construction  with  regard  to  run-off  and  drainage. 
Seventy  percent  of  the  run-off  is  caused  by  the. Shopping  Village.  Liti- 
gation will  probably  take  place  and  if  successful  selectmen  are  hopeful  they 
will  have  reimbursement  for  the  costs  involved.  Motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  23  -  CIRCUIT  RIDER  PROGRAM 

Allen  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,040. 
to  provide  on-site  professional  planning  service  assistance  to  the 
Planning  Board  through  Town  participation  in  the  Rockingham  Planning 
Commission's  Circuit  Rider  Program.  Seconded  by  Marston.  Passed. 

ARTICLE  24  -  HOUSEHOLD  HAZARDOUS  WASTE  COLLECTION  PROGRAM 

Breiseth  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.  to 
participate  in  the  first  Rockingham  County  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Col- 
lection Program.  Seconded  by  Allen.  Passed. 

ARTICLE  25  -  POLICE  CRUISER 

Marston  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $13,600. 
for  the  purchase  of  a  1985  Ford  Crown  Victoria  'S'  4~door  sedan  with 
lights  and  siren.  Seconded  by  Allen.  Passed. 

ARTICLE  26  -  LIBRARY  PARKING  LOT 

Breiseth  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$5,000.  to  construct  a  parking  lot  on  the  east  side  of  the  Library. 
Seconded  by  Allen.  Passed. 

ARTICLE  28  -  CAPITAL  RESERVE  FUND,  TOWN  FOREST 

Marston  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  the  amount  of  monies  appropriated 
for  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  Town  Forest,  from  $1,500.  to  $2,000.  per 
year,  as  recommended  by  the  Hampton  Falls  Conservation  Commission. 
Seconded  by  Breiseth.  Passed. 

ARTICLE  29  -  CURTIS  ROAD  REPAIRS 

Jerome  Healey  moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000. 
to  make  the  necessary  repairs  on  Curtis  Road.  Seconded  by  Edward  Pevear. 
Robert  Batchelder  made  the  following  motion  to  amend  the  article  to  read 
as  follows  by  adding:  The  work  performed  be  limited  to  essential  repair 
and  restoration  only  and  that  the  performance  of  such  work  shall  not  pre- 
clude the  Town,  as  a.condition(s)  precedent  to  Approval(s)  of  any 
subdivision(s)  involving  properties  abutting  Curtis. Road,  assessing  against 
such  subdivider(s)  allocation(s)  of  costs  for  .any  further  off-site 
improvements  of  whatever  nature,  including  road  improvements,  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  because  of  such  subdivision(s)  and  as  provided  under 
RSA  36:19,  21  and  22.  Seconded  by  Jeanne  Batchelder.  Davies 
questioned  why  we  needed  such  a  wordy  article.  Batchelder  to  make  sure 
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any  subdivider  does  not  feel  that  he  can  be  assessed  for  any  improve- 
ment. Healey  gave  a  brief  background  for  the  inserting  of  the  article. 
He  said  that  the  road  had  been  closed  nine  months  ago  when  the  culvert 
had  been  found  damaged  and  in  disrepair  and  deemed  a  danger  to  any 
traffic.  Since  the  funds  were  not  available  for  the  repair  the  road 
agent  had  been  told  to  block  off  the  road  entrance  as  the  selectmen 
were  not  sure  when  the  funds  would  be  available.  The  figure  entered 
in  the  article  was  the  one  given  to  the  Healeys  by  the  Road  Agent  as 
an  estimate  of  what  the  repair  to  the  culvert  would  be.  Breiseth  said 
that  she  felt  that  the  article  as  read  would  satisfy  both  the  article 
and  the  amendment.  Robert  Woodes  said  as  Fire  Chief  he  would  like  to 
see  the  repairs  done  and  the  road  reopened.  Healey  said  that  he  could 
understand  the  town  needing  to  protect  itself  and  that. he  was  not  trying 
to  protect  himself  for  future  development  that  the  culvert  was  not  even 
near  his  property.  A  vote  was  taken  first  on  the  amendment  and  the 
amendment  did  not  pass.  The  original  article  passed. 

ARTICLE  30  -  CONSERVATION  FUND 

Breiseth  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  establish  a  Conservation  Fund 
whereby,  according  to  RSA  36_A:5  the  monies  appropriated  for  the 
Conservation  Commission  in  any  year  may  be  placed  in  a  conservation 
fund  and  allowed  to  accumulate  from  year  to  year.  Seconded  by  Allen. 
Passed. 

ARTICLE  31  -  TOWN  FOREST  FOOTBRIDGE 

Breiseth  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,100.  so  that  the  Conservation  Commission  may  construct  a  footbridge 
in  the  Town  Forest;  said  bridge  to  be  200  feet  long  by  3  feet  wide  and 
utilize  cedar  posts  and  pressure  treated  rough-cut  lumber.  Seconded  by 
Allen.  Passed. 

ARTICLE  32  -  EMERGENCY  RESPONSE  PLAN  VOTE 

Breiseth  moved  the  article  as  read.  Seconded  by  Roberta  Pevear,  Whaley 
asked  what  sum  of  money  the  town  was  willing  to  spend  in  the  courts  to 
appeal.  Breiseth  replied  that  no  monies  would  be  spent  without  the  vote 
of  the  town.  Motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  33  -  BACKUS  LEGAL  FEES 

Breiseth  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000.  to  retain  the  services  of  Mr.  Robert  Backus,  Attorney-at-Law,  to 
represent  the  Town  with  regard  to  the  adequacy  of  off-site  emergency 
planning.  Seconded  by  Mars ton.  Russell  Merrill,  Jr.  wanted  to  know  who 
Mr.  Backus  was  and  if  we  were  running  out  of  local  lawyers.  Answer, 
Backus  was  chosen  because  of  his  expertise  in  that  field »  Whaley  said 
that  South  Hampton  had  only  appropriated  $500.  for  the  same  fund  and 
that  town  was  comparable  in  size  to  ours.  Breiseth  disagreed,  said 
South  Hampton  was  smaller.  Pevear  said  that  she  was  the  designated 
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representative  at  the  NRC  hearings  last  year  and  that  Judge  Hoyt  had 
refused  representatives  from  five  towns  to  enter  the  hearings  because 
she  said  they  were  not  lawyers.  Whitcomb  Wells  wanted  to  go  on  record 
that  he  was  unalterably  opposed  to  having  any  of  his  tax  dollars  going  to 
Mr.  Backus.  Mr.  Merrill  also  wanted  to  go  on  record  as  not  wanting  one 
nickle  to  go  to  Mr.  Backus.  The  motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  34  -  IMPROVE  TOWN'S  DRAFT  EMERGENCY  RESPONSE  PLAN 

Russell  Davies  moved  the  article  as  read.  Seconded  by  Neal  Pond.  Whaley 
felt  that  the  town  should  be  prepared  for  all  emergencies.  Breiseth  said 
that  we  had  directives  to  cover  such  emergencies.  Woodes  asked  that 
they  be  given  to  the  Fire  Department.  The  motion  did  not  carry. 

ARTICLE  35  -  REVENUE  SHARING  FUND 

Allen  moved  that  the  town  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize  the  with- 
drawal from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of 
the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use  as  set-offs  against 
budgeted  appropriations  for  the  following  specific  purposes  and  in  amounts 
indicated  herewith  ortake  any  other  action. hereon:  Appropriation: 
General  Highway  Repaving:  Amount:  $10,000.  Seconded  by  Breiseth. 
Passed. 

ARTICLE  36  -  ADVANCES,  GRANTS-IN-AIDE ,  OR  OTHER  FUNDS 

Breiseth  moved  the  article  as  read.  Seconded  by  Mars ton.  Passed. 

ARTICLE  37  -  TAX  ANTICIPATION  NOTES 

Marston  moved  as  read.  Seconded  by  Breiseth.  Passed. 

ARTICLE  38  -  OTHER  BUSINESS 

Allen  nominated  Paul  and  Bertha  Hooper  to  act  as  Hog  Reevers  and  Keepers 
of  the  Pound  for  the  coming  year.  Seconded  by  Breiseth.  The  Moderator 
declared  the  nominations  closed  and  the  vote  was  taken.  Following 
their  election  the  Hoopers  were  sworn  into  office  by  the  Town  Clerk  and 
received  their  badge  of  office. 

Frank  Ferreira  moved  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned.  Seconded  by 
William  Jassmond.  The  meeting  was  declared  adjourned  by  the  Moderator 
at  10:42  p.m.

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LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  REPORT

Hampton  Falls,  on  Tuesday,  March  11,  1986,  at  10:00  a.m.,  to  cast  ballots  until 
at  8:00  p.m.  of  the  same  day,  and  to  meet  in  the  Leavitt  Brown  Gymnasium  in 
the  Lincoln  Akerman  School,  Route  88,  Friday,  March  14,  1986,  at  7:30  p.m., 
to  act  on  the  Articles  below. 

Further,  you  are  hereby  notified  that  the  moderator  will  process  the  absentee 
ballots  at  3:15  p.m.,  on  March  11,  1986  pursuant  to  RSA  659:49. 

Article  1:  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Article  2:  Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  an  Amendment  as  Proposed  by  the  Planning 
Board  to  ARTICLE  III  -  Section  3A  (Permitted  Uses)  Sub-Item  14  (Conversion)  of 
the  Hampton  Falls  Zoning  Ordinance  to  permit  a  second  dwelling  unit  on  a  single 
parcel  of  land  for  both  the  purposes  of  accommodating  persons  related  by  blood 
or  marriage  to  the  owners /occupants  of  the  premises  and  those  who,  by  condition 
of  employment,  are  required  to  live  on  the  premises,  e.g.,  employees  of  the 
owners/occupants,  as  caretakers  or  for  security  purposes,  all  subject  to  review 
and  scrutiny  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  the  amended  sub-item  to  read: 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  have  the  authority  to  grant  a 
special  exception  to  the  provisions  of  Sub-Item  A-l  of  this  Section 
for  the  conversion  of  a  single-family  dwelling  to  two  dwelling  units 
providing  the  following  conditions  shall  be  satisfied. 

a.  The  owner(s)  of  the  structure  to  be  converted  shall  occupy  one 
of  the  dwelling  units. 

b.  The  occupant(s)  of  the  second  unit  shall  be  related  to  the  owner(s) 
of  the  structure  by  blood  or  marriage  or  condition  of  employment. 

c.  Off-street  parking  shall  be  available  for  a  minimum  of  four  (4) 
automobiles . 

d.  An  existing  accessory  building  not  attached  to  the  principal 
dwelling  unit  may  be  converted  into  an  additional  dwelling  unit 
for  the  reasons  and  purposes  stipulated  in  (b)  above. 

e.  The  second  dwelling  unit  shall  conform  essentially  to  same 
structural  and  sanitary  standards  as  the  principal  dwelling.  In 
no  case  shall  there  be  permitted  more  than  a  single  family  residing 
within  any  second  dwelling  unit  and  dormitory- type  facilities  are 
expressly  prohibited,  whether  seasonal  or  otherwise. 

f .  The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  find  that  the  proposed 
conversion,  including  any  structural  changes,  shall  not-he-detrirnen ta  1~ 
to  the  surrounding  neighborhood  and  shall  receive  from  the  Percolation 
Test  and  Septic  System  Inspector  a  finding  that  the  existing  septic 
system(s),  including  any  proposed  modifications  or  extensions  thereof, 
will  function  in  an  adequate  fashion. 

(Recommended  by  the  Planning  Board) 
(On  the  Official  Ballot) 
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Article  3:  Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  an  amendment  to  the  Hampton  Falls 
Zoning  Ordinance,  as  proposed  under  a  Petition  signed  by  twenty-five  (25) 
or  more  registered  voters,  to  permit  as  a  Use  in  the  Agriculture-Residence 
District  the  conducting  of  Auctions,  the  Amendment  reading  as  follows: 

E.  Special  Exception  for  Auctions.  Buildings  existing  at  the  time 

of  passage  of  this  ordinance  may  be  used  for  the  conducting  of  auctions 

if  the  Hampton  Falls  Board  of  Adjustment  finds  the  following: 

1.  The  lot  on  which  the  auctions  are  to  be  conducted  contain  at 
least  8  acres. 

2.  The  lot  on  which  the  auctions  are  to  be  conducted  contains  at 
least  300  feet  of  frontage  on  a  town  road  or  on  a  state 
highway. 

3.  No  building  in  which  auction  sales  will  take  place  is  within 
150  feet  of  a  town  road  or  state  highway  or  within  50  feet  of 
any  other  property  line. 

4.  Adequate  off-street  parking  is  available  so  that  parking  will 
not  be  necessary  or  allowed  on  a  town  road  or  state  highway. 

5.  All  off-street  parking  is  located  at  least  250  feet  from  any 
town  road  or  state  highway. 

6.  A  25  foot  landscaped  buffer  area  is  preserved  between  all  parking 
areas  and  any  abutting  property  line. 

7.  There  be  no  outside  storage  of  materials  or  display  of  materials 
visible  from  a  town  road  or  state  highway  except  on  the  day  of 
the  auction. 

The  above  Special  Exception  procedure  shall  not  be  required  in  those  instances 
of  on-site  auctions  or  sales  for  the  sole  purpose  of  disposing  of  real  and/or 
personal  property  in  connection  with  settlements  of  estates  or  liquidation 
of  business  assets  by  the  estate  or  executor  thereof  or  by  the  owner  of  the 
property  of  assets  involved,  but  only  with  respect  to  site  or  location  whereon 
the  auction  or  sale  is  held,  subject  generally  to  the  provisions  of 
ARTICLE  III  -  Section  3-B  (Special  Conditions)  as  applicable  to  "yard,  garage 
or  barn  sales"  and  provided  that  suitable  arrangements  are  made  with  the  Chief 
of  Police  or  his  assigned  deputy  with  respect  to  traffic  control  and  related 
matters. 

(Not  Recommended  by  the  Planning  Board) 
"  (On  the  Official  Ballot). 

Article  4:  Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  an  Amendment  as  Proposed  by  the 
Planning  Board  to  ARTICLE  IV  -  Section  3  (Signs)  of  the  Hampton  Falls  Zoning 
Ordinance  by  adding  a  Sub-Section  A-6  reading  as  follows: 

With  the  exception  of  signs  permitted  under  A-3(a)*  above,  no  sign 
in  the  Agriculture-Residence  District  (A  District)  shall  be 
artificially  illuminated  nor  constructed  with  iridescent  or  other 
highly  reflective  materials,  however,  signs  otherwise  conforming 
to  this  Ordinance  and  located  at  or  on  a  premises^  and  denoting 
professional  services  and/or  home  occupations  by  the  owner  and/or 
occupant  of  the  premises  may  be  artificially  illuminated  by 
incandescent  lighting  directed  only  agains-t^the  sign  surfaces. 

*Federal,  State  and  Town  directional  and/or  regulatory  signs. 

(Recommended  by  the  Planning  Board) 
(On  the  Official  Ballot) 
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Article  5:  Are  you  in  favor  of  adopting  an  amendment  as  proposed  by  the

1985  is  now  behind  us  but  as  I  look  back  on  the  year,  there  are  four 
areas  I  would  like  to  address  which  I  feel  have  had  an  impact  on  both 
the  Town  and  the  Police  Department. 

1.  Court  Cases.  While  the  total  number  of  cases  was  virtually  the 
same  as  in  1984,  the  number  of  serious  motor  vehicle  offenses  rose 
almost  20%.  This  created  more  preparation,  paperwork  and  court 
time  for  us. 

2.  Burglaries .   The  number  of  burglaries  increased  75%  from  the 
prior  year.  Although  this  number  has  fluctuated  from  year  to 
year,  we  can  anticipate  that  as  the  population  increases  so  will 
our  problems.  For  example  a  burglary  which  occurred  in  Hampton 
Falls  resulted  in  an  arrest  that  same  night  in  Boston.  Since  some 
of  the  stolen  items  were  recovered  there,  we  have  had  to  attend 
court  in  Boston  and  will  have  to  continue  to  do  so  until  the  case  is 
completed. 

3.  Accidents .   This  category  rose  by  just  over  20%.  Although  this 
statistic  is  still  not  good,  we  are  encouraged  that  there  were 
fewer  serious  accidents.  For  example  at  the  newly  installed  traffic 
lights  on  Route  1  and  in  their  general  area,  there  were  more 
accidents,  however  most  all  of  the  accidents  were  of  the  "fender- 
bender"  type. 

4.  Expansion.   Growth  in  Hampton  Falls  during  the  past  year  has  been 
tremendous .  With  the  many  new  businesses,  homes,  and  residents 
coming  into  the  Town,  the  demands  on  our  Department  are  increasing 
accordingly.  With  this  sudden  new  growth  we  are  coping  as  best  we 
can  and  I  hope  you  will  bear  with  us. 

On  behalf  of  our  Police  Department,  thanks  are  extended  to  the  Volunteer 
Fire  Department,  the  State  Police  and  the  Sheriff's  Department  who  have 
always  been  there  whenever  needed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Civil  Defense  Director  met  with  the  volunteer  staff  several  times 
each  month  during  the  year,  as  well  as  attended  meetings  with  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  Police  Chief,  Fire  Chief,  Health  Officer,  School  Board 
member  and  citizens. 

During  Hurricane  Gloria  in  September,  worked  with  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Police  Department,  making  sure  that  contact  was  kept  with  the 
elderly  who  needed  assistance,  and  that  those  town  residents  in 
mobile  homes  were  aware  of  the  possible  dangers  from  the  storm. 

After  the  storm,  visual  check  was  made  of  the  Town  to  pinpoint  any 
storm  damage.  Assisted  Exeter  and  Hampton  crews  in  locating  power 
outages.  We  were  most  fortunate  to  have  an  electric  company  which 
acted  not  only  quickly,  but  courteously,  to  restore  service  to  our 
town.  Submitted  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  actions  taken 
and  conclusions  reached  for  future  storm-related  emergencies.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  were  available  to  assist  the  Civil  Defense  and 
Police,  and  also  manned  the  phones  at  the  Town  Hall,  our  Emergency 
Operations  Center. 

Forms  are  being  printed  and  arrangements  being  made  with  our  volunteer 
crew  to  do  a  town-wide  Civil  Defense  Survey,  at  which  time  we  ask 
the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  all  of  our  residents  in  answering 
the  necessary  questions.  We  will,  also,  be  leaving  a  form  to  be 
completed  by  each  household  and  returned  to  the  Town  Clerk  to  assist 
us  in  our  Feasibility  Study  for  a  nuclear  accident  emergency  plan.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

Again  the  activities  of  and  the  workload  upon  the  Planning  Board  in  this 
past  year,  exceeded  those  of  any  previous  year.  This  results  from  the 
increasing  complexity  of  the  issues  and  matters  that  the  Planning  Board 
is  statutorily  required  to  address.  Additionally,  the  Planning  Board 
is  perceived  in  the  role  of  an  advisory  body,  as  it  should  be,  and 
called  upon  to  involve  itself  increasingly  in  that  role. 

The  statutory  generic  for  the  responsibilities  of  a  planning  board  is 
"Land  Use  and  Growth  Control".  This,  by  its  nature t  will  impose 
increasing  burdens  on  the  skills,  knowledgeability  and  dedication  of 
time  and  effort  on  the  parts  of  those  who  are  willing  to  offer  these 
talents  and  commitments  as  members  of  planning  boards. 

When  one  considers  the  awesome  task  of  finding  the  right  decisions  and 
the  often  irreversible  consequences  of  the  wrong  decisions,  the 
dimensions  of  the  task  become  defined. 

The  dedication  required  for  volunteer  public  service  can  take  many 
forms,  but  it  must  always  be  there.  Hampton  Falls  has  been  blessed 
over  the  years,  in  all  areas  of  its  government,  to  have  found  those 
dedicated  public  servants  who  have  so  uncomplainingly  attended  to 
the  Town's  affairs. 

The  planning  board  with  which  it  has  been  my  honor  and  pleasure  to 
serve  have  individually  and  has  collectively  met  and  exceeded  these 
criteria,  the  present  board  in  my  view  outstandingly  so. 

It  has  been  a  working  board  -  not  only  at  the  meetings,  many  of  which 
have  been  long  and  tedious  -  but  not  one  member  of  the  board  has 
declined  to  accept  those  between-the-meetings  extra-duty  assignments 
without  which  the  conducting  of  our  business  at  meetings  would  have 
been  even  more  time  consuming.  The  Selectmen  are  to  be  resoundingly 
commended  in  having  found  an  outstanding  roster  of  dedicated  members.

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In  addition  to  the  forego ing,  the  Planning  Board,  with  valuable 
assistance  from  the  Rockingham  Planning  Commission,  is  re-indexing, 
using  the  more  flexible  decimal  system,  all  of  the  land  use  and  growth 
control  ordinances  -  Zoning  Ordinance,  Building  Regulations,  and 
arranging  for  these  to  be  recorded  in  the  RPC  word  processing  computers 
such  that  future  revisions  will  be  more  easily  and  speedily  handled. 
The  word  processing  facility  is  made  available. without  additional  cost 
as  a  service  provided  under  our  RPC  membership. 

The  Board  acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  support  of  the  Town  in  its 
funding  of  the  RPC  Circuit  Rider  Program  in  the  person  of  Tom  Morgan, 
without  which  assistance  some  of  the  year's  .work  would  not  have  been 
accomplished.  It  is  recommended  this  program  be  expanded  in  the  forth- 
coming year. 

The  Planning  Board  commends  the  countless  hours  of  work  on  the  parts  of 
the  members  of  the  Special  Study  Committee  so  ably  chaired  by  John  Dodge 
and  the  resulting  comprehensive  and  soundly  documented  study  of  an 
optional  alternative  Open  Space  Preservation  approach  to  subdivision 
of  buildable  land.  They  are  indeed  prophets  with  honor  in  their 
community  and  it  is  believed  that  time  will  amply  so  demonstrate. 

The  Town  owes  a  vote  of  commendation  and  thanks  to  Forrest  Brown  who, 
after  serving  on  the  Board  for  eighteen  years,  several  as  its  chairman, 
asked  to  be  released  of  his  responsibilities  but  not  until  after  he  had 
served  as  one  of  the  Board's  representatives  to  the  Special  Study 
Committee.  We  all  wish  him  and  his  family  well  and  know  that  his 
counsel  will  always  be  available.  Jeff  Breiseth,  who  so  ably  chaired 
the  subcommittee  which  revised  and  brought  our  master  plan  up  to  date, 
owing  to  business  demands  is  also  leaving  the  Board.  His  contributions 
will  be  sorely  missed. 

In  future  years  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  a  broader  spectrum  of  Board 
members  will  make  themselves  available  to  attend  the  excellent  workshops 
which  are  sponsored  each  year  by  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Associ- 
ation, the  Office  of  State  Planning,  the  New  Hampshire  Planners 
Association  and  others.  The  knowledge  and  understanding  of  the  planning 
process  which  can  be  found  at  these  will  do  much  to  promote  the  concept 
of  a  constructive  philosophy  toward  that  process  and  thus  the  only  course 
which  can  be  successful  in  melding  the  objectives  of  the  developers  with 
the  ultimate  best  interests  of  the  Town. 

The  Planning  Board  believes  it  served  the  Town  well  in  1985  and  thanks 
the  voters  and  particularly  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  support  and 
understanding  received.  As  we  move  into  the  untried  arena  of  an  elected 
Board,  it  is  hoped  that  those  who  offer  themselves  are  as  prepared  to 
commit  their  dedication  and  skills  as  those  now  and  in  the  past  serving 
with  such  distinction.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE  ROCKINGHAM  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  most  significant  assistance  rendered  to  the  Town  by  the  Rockingham 
Planning  Commission  during  the  year  came  in  the  form  of  on-site 
technical  assistance.  Initiated  in  May,  the  "circuit  rider"  program 
placed  a  Commission  staff  member  at  Town  Hall  on  the  3rd  Monday  of 
each  month  to  review  and  critique  subdivision  and  site  plan  applications 
and  to  help  residents  make  application  for  subdivision.  The  program  has 
proven  of  real  value  in  terms  of  assisting  town  residents  and  in  easing 
the  considerable  work  load  placed  on  the  Planning  Board  by  the  increased 
rate  of  development  being  experienced  in  the  Town. 

Another  major  project  undertaken  during  1985  was  the  computerization 
of  Town  land  use  regulations,  including  organizing  and  recodifying  the 
regulations.  With  ordinances  and  regulations  computerized,  the  Town 
will  now  be  able  to  incorporate  changes  with  ease  and  insure  that 
residents  will  have  access  to  up-to-date  land  use  controls  at  all  times. 

Other  specific  assistance  includes  preparing  an  application  for  Coastal 
Zone  funding  of  circuit-rider  services;  continued  work  to  organize 
historic  building  survey,  photographed  and  mapped  historic  town 
structures;  initiated  and  completed  traffic  impact  analysis  on  Coburn 
Parcel  at  request  of  Planning  Board;  assisted  special  committee  with 
development  of  cluster  zoning  proposal;  updated  wetland  regulations; 
presented  options  for  reducing  housing  costs  to  Affordable  Housing 
Committee. 

For  the  most  part,  much  of  the  Commission's  work  is  supported  by  various 
federal  grants,  with  smaller  contributions  by  the  state  and  member  towns. 
We  are  being  asked  to  pay  at  the  same  rate  as  last  year,  at  70  cents  per 
capita  for  1986-87,  totalling  $1,025.50  for  a  population  of  1,465. 

The  Town  benefits  as  a  member  included  a  four-session  seminar  on 
environmental  impacts  associated  with  land  development;  Municipal  -Law 
Lecture  Series  for  town  boards  involved  with  land  use  decisions;  a 
zoning  and  building  code  amendment  calendar  informing  area  towns  and 
planning  boards  of  the  timing  of  events  associated  with  bringing 
zoning  and  building  code  changes  before  town  meeting;  Septage  Manage- 
ment Plans;  model  site  plan  and  condominium  review  regulations;  model 
erosion  and  sedimentation  control  regulations;  a  workshop  for 
conservation  commissions  on  the  topic  of  commission  powers  and  duties. 

The  greatest  challenge  facing  cities  and  town  nation-wide  today  is  waste: 
Solid  Waste,  Hazardous  Waste  and  Nuclear  Waste.  The  Rockingham  Planning 
Commission  completed  a  compilation  of  solid  waste  laws  in  N.H.  entitled, 
"N.H.  Laws  Relating  to  Solid  Waste  Management  and  Intermunicipal 
Organizations  for  Waste  Disposal";  organized  Rockingham  County's  first 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Project,  at  which  residents 
disposed  of  unwanted  hazardous  household  products  in  an  environmentally 
safe  manner;  and  organized  and  hosted  the  second  "Legislative  Get- 
Together"  at  which  the  forum  discussion  covered  local,  regional  and 
state  solid  waste  disposal  issues. 
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Your  Commissioners  continue  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  Commission, 
with  Janice  Jassmond  serving  as  an  At-Large  member  of  the  Executive 
Board,  and  Roberta  Pevear  serving  as  the  Rockingham  Planning  Com- 
mission's representative  to  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  N.H. 
Association  of  Regional  Planning  Commissions. 

Commission  meetings  are  held  every  month  on  the  second  Wednesday  of 
the  month  at  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Kingston  Library.  We  invite  all 
citizens  to  attend,  and  we  welcome  your  inquiries  about  our  work. 
All  complaints  may  be  registered  with  Ms.  Jassmond.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  STUDY  OPEN  SPACE  AND  CLUSTER  HOUSING 


In  the  face  of  unprecedented  growth  in  our  area  the  Selectmen  in 
March  appointed  us  to  a  committee  to  study  the  advisability  of  a 
change  in  zoning  to  preserve  open  space.  We  took  field  trips  to 
other  communities  which  have  already  taken  a  cluster  approach  and 
consulted  attorneys,  engineers,  and  specialists  in  water,  soils, 
sewage  disposal  systems,  and  taxes.  We  concluded  that  with  even 
more  stringent  requirements  than  those  imposed  with, conventional 
zoning,  if  a  developer  proved  a  proposed  cluster  development  could 
support  the  same  number  of  homes  as  under  conventional  zoning  on  a 
parcel  of  ten  or  more  acres,  such  an  approach  would  best  guarantee 
the  preservation  of  open  space  forever  in  our  community.  The 
proposal  was  presented  to  the  Town  both  by  letter  and  by  public 
meetings  6/11,  8/26,  9/16,  9/30,  and  10/28.  However,  the  Town 
rejected  the  proposed  amendment  11/1  by  a  vote  of  197  to  161.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

At  the  1978  town  meeting,  a  vote  was  taken  and  approved  to  purchase  a 
parcel  of  land,  approximately  108  acres,  in  the  westerly  section  of 
town,  off  Drinkwater  Road.  This  land  is  known  as  our  Town  Forest  and 
Wildlife  Area.  Since  1978,  the  Conservation  Commission  has  worked  on 
this  parcel  in  an  attempt  to  make  the  land  more  accessible  to  the 
townspeople . 

As  part  of  this  endeavor,  the  Commission  has  been  involved  in  a 
Wetland  Restoration  Project.  In  previous  years,  the  water  level  in 
the  wetlands  section  was  maintained  by  an  old  mill  dam  which,  over  the 
years,  has  deteriorated.  As  a  result,  the  quality  of  the  wetlands 
has  also  deteriorated. 

The  Conservation  Commission  submitted  a  plan  to  the  Coastal  Program 
requesting  consideration  for  federal  funds  to  build  a  dike  and  water 
control  structure  in  the  Town  Forest  wetlands.  The  request  was  approved 
and  grant  monies  are  available  for  use  on  this  project. 

The  footbridge  that  was  scheduled  for  construction  this  year  has  been 
postponed,  due  to  the  anticipated  change  in  the  water  level.  Plans  will 
be  revised  once  the  soil  conditions  are  known. 

Conservation  Commission  members  worked  with  the  Coastal  Program  on 
identifying  wetlands  throughout  the  town.  Aerial  mapping  has  been 
carried  out  indicating  the  quantity  and  quality  of  our  wetlands. 

Monthly  meetings  have  been  held.  Chairman  Paul  Hooper  has  attended  three 
conferences  at  the  Urban  Forestry  Center  in  Portsmouth. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Conservation  Commission  is  concerned  about 
preserving  the  rural  quality  of  Hampton  Falls. 

Acquisition  of  land  for  preservation  and  posterity  is  of  great  interest 
to  the  Commission  and  community  involvement  in  such  an  endeavor  is 
welcomed  and  encouraged.

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MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMISSION  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  municipally  run  mosquito  control  service  serves  Exeter,  Hampton  Falls, 
Newfields,  and  Stratham,  the  goal  being  to  use  mosquite  surveillance 
techniques  to  obtain  the  most  reduction  with  the  least  amount  of 
insecticides.  It  is  necessary  to  keep  mosquitoes  from  soaring  in  numbers 
(they  still  do  at  times)  because  of  the  annoyance  that  .affects  what 
people  can  do  and  because  of  the  dog  heartworm,  and  that  the 
encephalitis  virus  can  be  transmitted  more  at  high  mosquito  population 
levels  to  both  humans  and  horses.  Eastern  equine  encephalitis  (EEE) 
has  not  caused  an  upset  in  New  Hampshire  since  it  was  responsible  for 
the  deaths  of  9  horses  in  1982  (70  in  1973).  Human  incidents  continue 
to  pop  up  in  Massachusetts  that  show  how  Rockingham  County  is  not  free 
from  danger.  Mosquito  survey  findings  are  shared  with  the  State 
Epidemeologist  and  State  Entomologist  for  this  reason  and  disease 
vector  populations  are  watched  closely. 

All  insecticides  used  have  been  extensively  researched  to  be  shown 
effective  and  safe  in  our  applications  and  are  approved  for  use  by 
the  State  Pesticide  Control  Board  and  the  Federal  Environmental 
Protection  Agency. 

One  aspect  of  the  1985  season  that  facilitated  reduction  of  freshwater 
pest  species  was  the  dry  spring  and  summer.  This  affected  both  the  . 
"Spring  Brood"  that  developed  throughout  April  and  May  to  emerge  as  an 
adult  by  June,  and  the  summer  freshwater  hatchings  that  rely  on 
woodland  pools  left  after  rain.  However,  especially  at  one  point  in 
the  summer  the  saltmarsh  mosquitoes  became  a  problem  after  an 
insecticide  used  in  the  program  did  not  kill  the  mosquito  larvae 
adequately  and  the  result  was  a  large  emergence  of  adults  from  the 
saltrnarshes. 

A  solution  being  worked  on  is  how  to  control  the  "cattail  marsh 
mosquito"  that  lives  in  many  permanent  marsh  situations.  The  total 
number  of  this  species  caught  in  our  survey  traps  for  adults  in  1985 
was  more  than  the  combined  total  of  1981,  1982,  and  1983;  last  year 
(1984)  was  nearly  as  severe.  Because  of  the  unique  larval  character- 
istic of  living  attached  to  aquatic  roots,  conventional  controls  are 
not  as  effective  and  we  are  able  to  reduce  populations  of  the  pest 
by  adulticiding  only. 

A  mosquito  problem  around  a  household  can  be  caused  by  a  small  easy 
to  prevent  place.  Almost  anything  that  holds  water  such  as  a  bird 
bath  or  bucket  are  examples;  one  should  change  the  water  weekly  or 
when  the  wiggly  larvae  appear  throughout  the  summer.  Buckets 
should  be  kept  inside  or  upside  down  and  abandoned  tires  should  be 
filled  with  soil.  If  a  small  ground  depression  near  a  home  holds 
water,  it  can  be  filled  with  soil  or  with  raked  leaves  that  can  be 
composted  there;  a  drain  should  not  be  obstructed  that  is  meant 
to  drain  an  area  of  standing  water.  A  resident  can  sometimes  so  a 
lot  to  control  the  mosquitoes  that  have  the  greatest  effect  on  him 
or  herself. 
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If  mosquitoes  become  intolerable,  please  leave  word  at  the  Exeter  Town 
Office  building  (where  the  central  office  is  for  biting  fly  control)  so 
we  can  better  target  control  efforts. 

The  commissions  and  I  wish  to  thank  everyone  for  their  cooperation 
and  support.  To  control  the  mosquite  is  quite  an  involved  process, 
and  to  work  together  through  scientific  methods  and  common  sense 
is  how  we  can  lower  mosquite  populations  safely  and  efficiently.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HAMPTON  FALLS  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

October  1985  marked  the  beginning  of  our  third  year  as  an  Historical 
Society.  Your  interest  and  enthusiasm  for  the  establishment  of  this 
Society  has  only  served  to  reinforce  the  momentum  of  the  Board.  We  are 
grateful  for  such  sincere  support. 

Much  has  been  accomplished  during  the  past  twenty-six  months,  but  so 
much  awaits  our  attention.  However,  as  one  wise  member  often  reminds 
us j  "we  must  crawl  before  we  walk." 

With  regard  to  an  important  on-going  project,,  the  Historical  Site 
Survey  met  with  problems  this  Fall.  A  fire  at  the  Rockingham  Planning 
Commission  Headquarters,  in  Exeter,  resulted  in  the  loss  of  all 
photography  work.  Fortunately,  the  written  histories  of  the  older 
homes,  buildings  and  cemeteries  were  stored  elsewhere.  Another 
series  of  photographs  has  been  started  and  perhaps  you  will  prefer 
the  new  photo  of  your  home. 

For  those  who  have  not  sent  in  the  inventory  forms  with  the  history 

of  your  home,  time  is  running  out.  Please  try  to  send  them  in  soon,, 

Bob  Dutton  will  be  responsible  for  overseeing  this  aspect  of  the  study 
and  we  appreciate  his  efforts. 

Dr.  Bailey  recently  reported  of  the  restoration  efforts  on  the  First 
Congregational  Unitarian  Church,  located  on  Exeter  Road.  Delicate 
restorative  work  was  initiated  last  summer.  Nearly  fifteen  percent 
of  the  interior  is  original  and  in  excellent  condition  after  one 
hundred  and  fifty  years.  This  will  be  an  ongoing  project  and  support 
will  be  needed  to  continue  restoration  of  this  1838  Greek  architecture. 

Of  late,  you  may  have  read  about  the  .closing  of  Merrill's  store  on 
Lafayette  Road.  The  new  owner  approached  the  Historical  Society  to 
see  if  there  would  be  interest  in  accepting  the  smaller  building  that 
housed  the  post-office  until  it  was  relocated  across  the  road.  This 
building  was  one  of  the  original  Hampton  Falls  school  houses.  In 
1857,  this  wooden  structure  was  situated  next  to  the  Rockingham  Academy 
on  the  Town  Common.  The  officers  and  Board  members  are  considering 
this  offer.  Old  photos  and  information  are  needed.  If  you  have 
any  thoughts  on  this  endeavor,  please  contact  us.  We  need  your  input 
on  this  important  matter. 

A 
cordial  invitation  is  extended  to  all  interested.

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MINUTES  -  HAMPTON  FALLS  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  ANNUAL  MEETING 
March  6,  1985 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  Richard  Bohm  at  7:30  pm. 
The  salute  to  the  flag  was  given  by  those  present.   The  warrant  was 
read  by  the  Moderator  and  he,  then,  made  the  following  rulings: 

1.  Once  an  article  taken  up  in  the  budget  or  in  the  warrant  is  finished, 
no  further  action  may  be  taken  on  it  with  the  exception  of  one  recon- 
sideration in  case  of  error  or  misunderstanding. 

2.  There  will  be  a  limit  of  2  amendments  to  any  article  or  any  motion 
or  part  of  a  specific  article. 

3.  Any  lengthy  motion  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Moderator  in  writing. 

4.  The  chair  will  recognize  first  a  sponsor  of  any  article  or  item  in 
the  warrant. 

5.  Anyone  wishing  to  speak  to  the  article  should  first  be  recognized 
and  address  all  comments  through  the  Moderator.   Andrew  Drakides  moved 
that  the  District  vote  to  allow  the  Superintendent,  Members  of  the 
Superintendent's  staff  and  the  Principal  to  speak  if  requested.   Seconded 
by  Charlyn  Brown.   Passed.   Drakides  then  moved  that  Warrant  Articles 
Nos.l  and  2  be  discussed  following  Warrant  Article  No.  3.   Seconded  by 
Brown.   Passed. 

Robert  Batchelder  moved  that  the  budget  be  gone  over  line  by  line. 
Seconded  by  Newell  Eaton.   Passed. 

Eaton  questioned  why  it  was  necessary  to  have  a  principal  and  an 
assistant  principal.   Kinsman  replied  that  the  amount  of  paperwork  was 
massive  and  that  the  job  was  just  too  much  for  one  person.   Eaton  moved 
that  the  school  board  members  salaries  should  be  reduced  by  $1,550. 
Since  there  was  no  second  the  motion  was  withdrawn.   Batchelder  asked 
why  there  was  an  increase  in  site  improvement.   Kinsman  replied  that 
the  road  to  the  school  has  been  deemed  to  be  owned  by  the  school  and 
that  they  wanted  to  do  some  hot  topping  on  it  for  improvement.   They 
did  not  intend  to  do  the  whole  roadway,  just  as  much  as  they  could 
with  the  balance  to  be  done  next  year.   George  Merrill  felt  it  was  a 
case  of  splitting  hairs  between  the  Selectmen  and  the  School  Board. 
The  Board  replied  that  they  had  been  told  to  budget  for  maintenance 
of  the  road  and  that  they  were  doing  so.   Batchelder  pointed  out  that 
if  the  warrant  articles  were  passed  it  would  be  an  increase  of  25%  or 
$3.52  on  the  tax  rate.   Douglas  Darlington  pointed  out  that  the  popu- 
lation of  the  school  is  estimated  to  be  130  to  162  in  1986  and  194+  in 
1988.   School  Board  said  the  budget  will  stand  regardless  of  the  number 
of  students.   The  per  pupil  cost  is  one  of  the  highest  in  the  state 
because  we  are  supporting  a  complete  Junior  High  program  for  50  students 
including  an  athletic  program  and  a  cafeteria. 
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Kinsman  felt  that  the  budget  was  bare-boned  and  a  good  budget.   Garry 
VanderEls  said  that  he  felt  that  there  was  tremendous  waste  within  the 
school  and  moved  that  the  town  raise  $678,165  for  the  total  budget. 
Seconded  by  George  Merrill.   The  motion  did  not  pass.   Andrew  Drakides 
moved  that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$716,413.  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  School 
Officials  and  Agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of 
the  District.   Seconded  by  Brown.   Passed. 

The  Moderator  then  returned  to  Article  1.   Andrew  Drakides  moved  that 
the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $30,000.  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring  computers,  computer  related  equipment  and  computer 
related  software.   Seconded  by  Charlyn  Brown. 

Principal  Sanborn  gave  a  brief  explanation  of  just  what  the  article 
involved,  including  why  the  equipment  was  needed  and  the  rationale  for 
the  institution  of  the  program.   Lynn  Hodges  said  that  she  felt  that 
the  computers  already  in  the  school  were  not  being  used  enough  as  it 
was.   Robert  Batchelder  asked  if  any  thought  had  been  given  to  leasing 
the  necessary  equipment.   Kinsman  stated  that  he  felt  that  the  computers 
could  be  used  for  adult  education  as  well.   The  motion  did  not  carry  on 
a  vote  of  13  yes,  to  14,  no.   Andrew  Drakides  moved  Article  2  to  have 
the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  a  preliminary  study  for  the  planning  and  designing 
of  additions  to  and/or  the  renovating  of  the  Lincoln  Akerman  School. 
Seconded  by  Brown.   Fred  Wilde  said  that  the  Board  should  search  their 
budget  for  the  money  for  this  article.   He  felt  that  there  was  too  much 
money  left  over  each  year  in  the  budget.   Kinsman  stated  that  the  Board 
wanted  the  public  to  be  aware  of  the  problem  within  the  school  and  that 
they  must  make  some  studies  and  get  ready  for  the  time  it  is  necessary 
to  put  on  an  addition.   Darlington  made  the  following  amendment:   To 
see  if  the  Hampton  Falls  School  District  vote  to  authorize  a  preliminary 
study  for  planning  and  designing  of  additions  to  and/or  the  renovating 
of  Lincoln  Akerman  School.   Seconded  by  George  Merrill.   The  motion 
passed. 

Article  4  was  moved  by  Drakides  to  have  the  District  vote  to  accept  the 
reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees  or  Officers  chosen  printed  in 
the  School  District  Report.   Seconded  by  Brown.   Passed.   Under 
Article  5  William  Marston  stated  that  the  electric  bill  for  the  school 
is  frightening  and  he  would  like  to  see  the  Board  look  to  oil. 

Fred  Wilde  asked  that  the  Board  encumber  some  monies  for  the  School 
Library.   Kinsman  stated  that  the  present  computer  program  at  the 
school  would  continue  even  though  the  new  computers  were  not  voted. 
Wilde  suggested  they  look  to  leasing.   Felt  the  scheme  was  too  grandiose. 

Charlyn  Brown  moved  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned.   Seconded  by  Drakides. 
The  meeting  was  declared  adjourned  at  10:11  p.m.  by  the  Moderator.

To  the  Members  of   the  School  Board

Hampton  Falls,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statement  and  the  individual  fund 
and  account  group  financial  statements  of  the  Hampton  Falls  School  District 
as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1985,  as  listed  in  the  accompanying 
table  of  contents.   Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  government  auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests 
of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  combined  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group 
of  Accounts,  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of

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LINCOLN  AKERMAN  SCHOOL 

To  the  members  of  the  Hampton  Falls  School  Board,  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  and  to  the  citizens  of  Hampton  Falls,  I  respectfully  submit 
my  first  annual  report  as  Principal  of  Lincoln  Akerman  School. 

Three  new  staff  members  have  joined  Lincoln  Akerman  School.   Melissa 
Robinson,  junior  high  school  mathematics;  Marion  Rolston,  library  clerk, 
part-time;  and  Walter  Small,  custodian. 

Lincoln  Akerman  School  is  designated  a  Category  IB  approved  elementary 
school.   Fifteen  per  cent  of  New  Hampshire  elementary  schools  are  in 
this  approved  category.   A  category  IB  is  a  school  which  does  not  include 
a  kindergarten  but  meets  all  37  of  the  required  provisions  of  the  minimum 
standards  by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Education.   Of  this 
designation,  we  can  be  proud. 

The  curriculum  has  become  more  comprehensive  this  year.   Our  science 
program  has  improved  with  the  addition  of  science  laboratory  periods 
for  grades  1-8.   Reading  has  been  given  more  focus  with  a  silent  reading 
program  and  the  77  minutes  reading  campaign.   Revised  social  studies  and 
computer  education  curricula  have  been  designed  for  introduction, 
reinforcement,  and  mastery  of  concepts.   Beginning  with  the  1986-87  school 
year,  all  high  school  students  will  be  required  to  take  one-half  unit  of 
credit  in  computer  education  to  graduate.   Toward  this  end,  we  must 
enhance  our  computer  education  services.   The  results  of  the  1985-86 
writing  samples  for  our  students  in  grades  5  and  8  from  the  Seacoast 
Educational  Service  Criterion  Referenced  Test  indicate  that  we  are  at 
the  "head  of  the  class"  among  all  elementary  schools  in  the  Seacoast  area. 
This  is  quite  a  tribute  to  all  of  our  teachers  and  their  method  of 
teaching  writing.   Participation  in  other  curricular  (Environmental  Camp 
at  Otter  Lake;  field  trips  to  Boston  Museum  of  Science,  to  Boston 
Children's  Museum,  to  the  N.H.  State  House,  to  Heritage  House,  etc.)  and 
extra-curricular  (student  council,  athletics,  yearbook,  etc.)  activities 
also  serves  to  broaden  the  scope  of  the  curriculum. 

The  energy,  enthusiasm,  and  concern,  evidenced  by  the  members  of  the 
Hampton  Falls  Parent-Teacher  Organization,  are  welcome  and  beneficial 
adjuncts  to  the  school  district  and  the  students'  education. 
Jan  Hambleton,  Jean  Wright,  Jane  Savage,  Linda  Champagne,  Gloria  Titone, 
Nancy  Skoglund,  Barbara  Lobdell,  Peggy  Royal,  Pat  O'Keefe,  and  all  the 
parents  in  the  PTO  have  worked  tirelessly  to  support  the  school  in 
cultural  and  educational  endeavors. 

While  academic  programs  and  the  quality  of  instruction  for  our  students 
are  of  the  highest  standards,  there  are  several  space  constraints  at 
Lincoln  Akerman  School.    There  exists  a  need  to  use  space  in  our 
building  in  ways  that  contribute  to  greater  instructional  effectiveness 
for  special  education  services,  guidance  counseling  services,  art 
classes,  and  music  classes.
